Indiana Medical Errors Report Released Governor’s Update
(March 6, 2007) - Governor Mitch Daniels and state health
officials released the first preliminary report of the Medical
Error Reporting System (MERS), designed to provide reliable
data on medical errors and improve patient safety. According to
preliminary data, 77 medical errors were reported for 2006.
